schools as shelters. 
Officials said there is a popular 
misconception that shelters must 
be underground to be effective 
against fallout. On the contrary, 
they 
said, 
multistory 
buildings 
provide excellent protection. 
Prelim inary surveys have indi­ 
cated there is plenty of shelter 
space 
in 
suburban 
residential 
areas. T hat’s where the schools 
come in. 
The shelter areas in the schools 
would have to he equipped with 
proper 
ventilation 
facilities 
and 
stocked with em ergency supplies. 
The schools could be of greater 
benefit in event of attack at night 
when downtown areas are mostly 
vacated. 
The 
Civil 
Defense office 
has 
conducted several pilot operations \ 
in marking and identifying spaces 
in 
public 
and private buildings 
that 
could 
serve 
as 
fallout j 
shelters. 
The 
marking-identifying 
pro­ 
gram is about to get going on a 
nationwide scale. Congress voted 
$169 million for this and for stock­ 
ing the selected areas with food 
and other supplies. This phase of 
the program is expected to be fin­ 
ished by about July Officials es­ 
timated that these areas might 
provide protection for about 50 
million people.

The Darby 
Dam, a mile long and IGI feet

He used data 
from 1,017 cases at Ohio State Uni- 
versity Hospital and Mount Carmel 
Hospital in Columbus. 
Tying off or removing of the 
veins is generally recommended

Shippers Seek a Solution 


Maritime shipping, a major source of 
income for many coastal nations, has b een 
a losing enterprise in the United Stales 
for many y ears. A dwindling maritime in­ 
dustry has b rought with it a state of de­ 
pression in American shipy ards and cur­ 
tailed employ ment of American nationals 
in the shipping industry . 
Direct government sub sidy has kept the 
American m aritim e fleet from disappear­ 
ing in the y ears since World War II, b ut 
decline of the fleet has only b een slowed 
b y this device. With world shipping at an 
all-time high and likely to continue a 
steady 
pace 
of 
increase 
in 
the y ears 
ahead, the United States is forfeiting 
a 
sizab le income from an industry ideally 
suited to its geographic location. 
From several sources in recent weeks 
have come reports of the device which 
may rescue the fleet from its doldrums 
and again place it in a position of impor­ 
tance, possib ly within the nex t decade. 
That device is automation. 
Operating costs, not ship design or lack 
of ocean freight, prevent U. S. ships from 
competing with strong fleets from the 
Scandinavian countries and lands which 
capitalize on the registry of ships b uilt and 
owned b y other n a t i o n a l s . G reater 
efficiency and higher competence alone 
cannot meet competitio nfrom ship sem-

Maritime automation has b een discuss­ 
ed for many y ears, and several research J 
projects have b een undertaken to deter 
mine what degree of automation would I 
b e desirab le to place U. S, vessels in a 
competitive position. From these private­ 
ly an dgovernment financed researc hac- 
tivities have come the first concrete pro­ 
posals for ships of the future. 
Sinclair Refining Co. has plans to b uild 
the first partially 
automated freighter, 
a 51.000 
ton oil carrier. Normally this 
ty pe vessel would carry a crew' of 50 men, 
b ut the new design will 
permit engine 
room control from the b ridge, with 50 per 
cent reduction in crew. 
Although an additional 
investment of 
more than $1 million will b e required for 
the complicated sy stem of electronic con­ 
trols and computers required to maintain 
a predetermined course, conventional in­ 
vestments for crew quarters, safety equip­ 
ment and service facilities will b e offsett­ 
ing savings. 
Thus, though the initial investment will 
remain roughly the same, normal opera­ 
ting ex penses of approx imately $500,000 
annually will b e cut in half. If these pre­ 
liminary figures prove themselves in ac­ 
tual operation, the U. S. maritime indus­ 
try may find a new and b righter dawn 
approaching.

Shippers Seek a Solution 


Maritime shipping, a major source of 
income for many coastal nations, has been 
a losing enterprise in the United States 
for many years. A dwindling maritime in­ 
dustry has brought with it a state of de­ 
pression in American shipyards and cur­ 
tailed employment of American nationals 
in the shipping industry. 
* 
Direct government subsidy has kept the 
American maritime fleet from disappear­ 
ing in the years since World War II. but 
decline of the fleet has only been slowed 
by this device. With world shipping at an 
all-time high and likely to continue a 
steady 
pace 
of 
increase 
in 
the years 
ahead, the United States is forfeiting 
a 
sizable income from an industry ideally 
suited to its geographic location. 
From several sources in recent weeks 
have come reports of the device which 
may rescue the fleet from its doldrums 
and again place it in a position of impor­ 
tance, possibly within the next decade. 
That device is automation. 
Operating costs, not ship design or lack 
of ocean freight, prevent U. S. ships from 
competing with strong fleets from the 
Scandinavian countries and lands which 
capitalize on the registry of ships built and 
owned by other n a t i o n a l s . Greater 
efficiency and higher competence alone 
cannot meet competitio nfrom ship sem-

Maritime automation has been discuss­ 
ed for many years, and several research 
projects have been undertaken to deter 
mine what degree of automation would 
be desirable to place U. S. vessels in a 
competitive position. From these private­ 
ly an dgovernment financed researc hac- 
tivities have come the first concrete pro­ 
posals for ships of the future. 
Sinclair Refining Co. has plans to build 
the first partially 
automated freighter, 
a 51,000 
ton oil carrier. Normally this 
type vessel would carry a crew of 50 men, 
but the new design will 
permit engine 
room control from the bridge, with 50 per 
cent reduction in crew. 
Although an additional 
investment of 
more than $1 million will be required for 
the complicated system of electronic con­ 
trols and computers required to maintain 
a predetermined course, conventional in­ 
vestments for crew quarters, safety equip­ 
ment and service facilities will be offsett­ 
ing savings. 
Thus, though the initial investment will 
remain roughly the same, normal opera­ 
ting expenses of approximately $500,000 
annually will be cut in half. If these pre­ 
liminary figures prove themselves in ac­ 
tual operation, the U. S. maritime indus­ 
try may find a new and brighter dawn 
approaching.

And efforts to 
emedy this is stirring up one of 
ie biggest fights in years in Con­ 
fess over tariffs.
